Mayor's Message 



To lin < ' 'H:t it-: af Rutland: 

li is wiiK pleasure that 1 herewith submit the sixtieth report 
ui ooi city, covering operations of the various departments lot 
the fiscal yea* from July I, K'">1 to July t, H'">2. 

While a financial reporl was issued covering i hi' interim 
period from January I. U> June 30, I ».*>!, this is the first complete 

animal city reporl to be made since Our & inversion from a calendar 
to h fiscal year method of municipal operation, In the tutor©! 
jroor Annual City Report will be published after the close of the 

fiscal year and "ill cover operations during the year from .lul> 
I to .linn- 3ft. 

1 1 might l>e well to note that the change from a calendar to 
a fiscal year has been very well received, Not only does tin- new 
fiscal plan correlate our accounting with both the State and Fed- 
eral Systems but the accompanying change which allows the 

payment Of real estate taxes in quarterly installments ha- seem- 
ingly met with the approval of most of our taxpayers. 

'This quarterly payment arrangement not only benefit* our 
average taxpayer bul our city government is now able to fttnel ion 

throughout the year without borrowing money for the first 
three quarters of the year, as was necessary in the past. 

In the panes of this report, you will find detailed information 
on i he various departments, together With messages from the 
department heads highlighting activities for the past year and. 

in view of the completeness of their reports, I shall not comment 
here in any great detail. 

However, it is a pleasure io point out. that during the past 
year, our program of road improvement has been continued ami 
a number of our streets have been paved and improved. The 
work on certain of these streets called, in some instances, for a 
rebuilding of the road bed by removing two to four feel of day 
anil replacing it wit h a stone and gravel I'oundal ion before laying 

the pavement. Our engineering staff estimates that these new 

roads should last twenty years with only an occasional coat oi 

top dressing, 

It was hoped that the Route # 1 const met ion bet ween Bt a i e 
Street and Center Rutland would be well under way but difficul- 
ties over rights of way have held up this project. 

Rutland has had limited airport facilities for some years; 

limited, because of inadequate port equipment. We solicited 
an airport survey from the C.A.B. ami. as a result, they made 
a numlKT of recommendations tor improvements which would 

enable us to qualify our port as a modern field. 

Through our Vermont Aeronautics Commission, we applied 
lor State and Federal assistance to help finance the suggested 
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improvements. This request was approved and, in consequence-, 

we are completing arrangements which should make possible a 

guaranteed folfilhnentof about tin', of all scheduled flights 
I Ins assurance of regular fiighta will certainly build public cott- 

fxtenee in an travel to and from Rutland and should greatly 
stimulate much additional air I ravel. If the proposed air merger 
between Fas tern ami Colonial Air Fines is consummated, it w ill 
very likely result in scheduled flights between Rut hind and Bos- 
ton, which would really put tis on the air map. 

During the past year, our street lighting system has been 

further unproved, A number of new water and sewer services 

have been Completed- Considerable curb and sidewalk const rne- 

iion lias been accomplished. Various new pieces of equipment 

have been purchased to improve service in several departments. 
Our live Planting Program was continued and approximately 
bid shade lives were set out while a number of objectionable and 

dangerous trees were removed. 

During the year, the voters approved construct i .f a new 

elementary school m the northeastern Beetion of the city and 
when i hi.- is completed with,,, 1 1„. nexl year, it will' make 
available to the citizens of Rutland a total of twelve schools— 2 
High Schools- I .Junior ii^i, Schoolaod 10 elementary schools 
Our recreation department, which was completely revamped 

iwo years ago. has continued to improve and Rutland i- nov 
recognised a- having perhaps the outstanding recreation program 
in the state 

As is I he case wiih practically every munieipalilv in the 
country, oui costs ol operation have necessarily had to increase 
along will, the increased cost of materials, maintenance and 
salaries, aa indicated on the chart in the Citv Report Our real 
estate i appraisals did not increase proportionately, therefore, 
ine < Ity ( ouned, in setting the tax rale, had no alternative 
'"» to increase u for the 1952-1953 fiscal year. If some ,»f the

DID YOU KNOW? 



To keep our Public Schools in operation requires the services of nearly 
150 persons (paid and un-paid). 

Members of the Boord of School Commissioners serve without pay. 

The teocher pay schedule of the public school system applies equally 
to men and women, and to elementary and high school teachers. 

Rutland leads the State in the professional training of its teachers. 
Over 83' , of our elementary teachers have degrees; and over 
53' , of our high school teachers hold Masters degrees. 

In the aggregate, our teachers have had over 1,500 years of successful 
teaching experience. 

Out of over 25,000 high schools in the Country, R.H.S. has been selected 
as one of 400 to participate in the Ford Foundation's Teocher 
Fellowship Program. 

Since 1940, over 3,000 persons hove received training at the Trade 
School (High School Annex) at very little expense to the City. 

Not one Meldon School pupil this year has "quit" school because of 
friction, or to go to work. 

This year the public school music groups have made a total of 136 
public appearances. 

In the School Lunch programs in all schools, during the year, 54,972 
individual lunches were served. 

In the little over a year and a half that the School Sovings Program 
has been in operation, 894 different children have saved 
$10,303.48.

The increased Dumber of skilled workers trained in 
these shops would most surely (>e an important consideration in 
attracting new industries to Rutland. 

A considerable amount of new construction and repair work 
was done thtfl year fot the various elementary schools, the High 
School, and Mount Saint Joseph Academy.

Some question has been raised recently concerning the 
"surplus" at the end of this year. In this connection, two 
points should be borne in miml: First, the true "surplus" was 
not about $33,000.00 as reported, but only §27,133.7(1. since 
we had planned, in our Budget, to have a notmnl balance at the 
end oi ihe year of $5,817.20. Second, rod-of-t he-year balances, 
for the last five years, have run unusually close to our budget 
estimates. The following is a brief explanation of the no Bailed 
"surplus." W e received $7,360,71 more in State Aid than we had 
any light In expect at I he I ime we made our Budget . Attempting 
lo protect the interests of Ihe I a \| layers, and with the slrong 
assistance of ihe City Clerk, we fought lor this additional State 
Aiil and won, II hardly seems that we should be criticised for 
this.

In addition, all town tuition accounts were paid ihis year bj 
June 3D.

"surplus " The school tax rate is now 10c less than anticipated : 
and vvv arc happy lo pass along the h-uefil to the taxpayers. 

We are glad lo make the following rather detailed statement 

concerning costs-per-pupil, although we believe that the state-

by the opciatois. Property damage amounted to more than 

159,000 with 643 ears involved. <>ne fatality was listed. A table 
breaking down the number of ears involved, number of Accidents 

each in. .nth. persons injured and hospitalized, and estimated 

damage follows this report. A traffic map showing these acci- 
dents has been prepared. 

Nineteen ears were reported stolen in the city. Nine oi 
these complaints were unfounded, eight cars were recovered and 
I w .. have not been located.

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January was the peak month of the measles epidemic which 
Ih-Hmii in December 1951, 1SI cases being reported in Uk- city, 
(t is interesting t«i rinte that throughout the country some 71 ,000 
rases of measles were reported. This is the greatest number of 
eases reported since the epidemic of 1038. 

The annual free Small I'ox vaccinations were done in May 
A total of 284 children received this vaccination. This was tin 
increase of -17 over the year 1950. 

In our Opinion this is a worthwhile project. This department 
nines all parents who have not had their children immunized 
by their own physician to take advantage of this opportunity of 
having it done. 

The annual free inuoculatious to immunize children against 
1 )ipt heria-Tetanus were done in November and December. A 
total of 204 children received this immunization. This was an 
increase of 31 over the year 1050. Drs. Hodsdon. Ryan, .Ir. and 
Beak- of the Board of Health, assisted by Mrs. McConnack and 
Miss Burke, school nurses, did the work on both the above 
programs. 

A total of 330 samples of water from the city's taps were 
sent to Burlington for analysis. Twenty-three samples showed 
evidence df contamination. This department wishes to thank 
the water department for their excellenl control work on the 
water shed and at the reservoir. 

Daily samples of water were also sent from the swimming 
pool to Burlington for analysis. During July and August 1951. 
6 samples were found contaminated. During (he latter part of 
.bine 1052. we had several contaminated samples from the pool. 
However, since July 7th to the date of this report DO contamina- 
tions have been reported. 

One hundred forty-seven nuisance complaints were inves- 
tigated by the Department. Ten plumbing inspections were 
made. 

There were ten cases of unattended deaths investigated In- 
die Department. Four were from natural causes, three were 
suicides and three weic accidental. 

In closing 1 would like to express my appreciation for the 
courtesy and cooperation that I have received from the Mayor, 
City Council. City Employees, the Stale Board of Health, the 
School Nurses and the physicians and parents of the Citv of 

Rutland.

Pursuant to Section -I, Chapter 7 of the Ordinances of the 
City of Rutland 1 submit herewith my report for the period 
January 1, 1961 to June 30, 1952. No report was filed by this 
Officer covering the period of January I, 195] to December 31st. 
111.") I due to the change in the Fiscal Year which the City adopted, 
therefore this report covers the entire period January I. I 'Jo I to 
June 30, 1952. 

Inning the period covered by this report I have furnished 
written and oral opinions lo various departments of the City 
government, brought a number of suits for the collection, of 
delinquent taxes at the request of the Tax Collector, appeared 
in behalf of the City before the Rutland Municipal Conn, the 
Rutland Probate Court and the Rutland County Court in 
various mailers in which the City was interested. During this 
period I have also appeared before the Civil Aeronautics Board 
in the Wiggins Renewal Case, so-called, and also the Fastern- 
Colonial Merger Case, so-called. 

As of the date hereof there are two legal action pending 
against the City. The first is an action entitled Teddy S. Kusina, 
el al vs. City of Rutland, el al pending before the Rutland 
Court uf Chancery. As indicated in my report covering the 
period of September 11, 1950 to December 31. 1950, the 
Kusina action was instituted January 24, 1949 there has been 
relatively no action in the ease since that time. The second case 
is the action of Pasquale DeBlasio and wife vs. The City of Rut- 
land to recover damages for the trespass to lands of the plaintiff 
due to the maintenance of the temporary bridge over Fast Creek 
on West Si reel. This ease will probably be disposed of in the 
November term of the Rutland County Court in Chancery. 
The City has become Trustee in a number of cases but in these 
cases the City has no real interest. 

Thi' co-operation of Mayor Healy, the Members of ihe 
Board of Aldermen, Ihe Board of School Commissioners and Ihe 
heads and members of the various City departments have been 
a great help to me in the performance of my duties.

The meals served at I he Farm under the supervision 
of Mr. and Mrs. Frank Oles have heen and continue to he excel- 
lent. 

The barn destroyed by lightning has heen rebuilt from funds

During I In- past season t he Recreation budget was $10, 
12! t. 00 to which was added Sl.'iOO.OO special :i p] >i ■ >pii:it inn for 
ihe Madison Street School and receipts winch totaled S3.130.S0 
I mm income at the swimming pool, plus fee* and charges from the 
ski tow, arts and crafts and adult activities. 

Capital Improvements 

The main capita) improvement which the Recreation De- 
partment received was the donation of the Madison Street school 
as a Recreation ( 'enter l>y the Lions Clul>. Ii is an improvement 
which the city needed because of the lack of indoor facilities for 
winter activities. 

In addition to this, many improvements in the Meadow 
Street Playground were realized. The need for toilet facilities 
and shelter at the Meadow Street Playgi ound is pressing, and it 
is the hope of the Recreation Board to find some means to alle- 
viate this situation. 

We also have plans to add a few facilities lo Ihe St rat ton 
Road Playground before next season 

The Department was extremely fortunate to acquitc the 
services of Richard Pasvolsky as Assistant Superintendent, 
whose main job is the operation of the Recreation Center. He 
has made a tremendous hit with the adults as well as the children 
with his calling of souare dances and other activities at the Cent el- 
and on t he playground. 

Activities 

Fall and Winter 

Even though we opened the new Recreation Center this 
past year, the Rotary Field House was still a place of a variety of 
activity. Some of the activities which were carried on at the Field 
House this past year were as follows: a new 1 >og < Ibcdience group, 
Hand Decorative Painting. China Painting. Silver classes, (HI 
painting. Home Demonstration groups. I'ilv Rand rehearsals. 
Primary Club, Brownies, and Cub Scouts. We also had special 
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activities such as our Model Train Contest ami Christmas party 
for the muses and families of the Rutland Hospital. 

Our athletic program was increased this winicr to include 
twelve midget basketball teams, six junior, and six senior. A 
business girls league of five teams, and a six team volleyball 
league for men was organized this past season. 

The ski tow enjoyed a highly successful season, and. thanks 
to the Pico Ski Club for lessons given to the children. There 
was a total of 1890 visits to the ski tow during our 25 days of 
skiing. 

The skating season was extremely good this yea) as we had 
1-4 days of skating compared with 21 the past season. A total of 
7.207 visits were realized during the past winter. A successful 
winter carnival, sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce, was 
conducted partly on the Rotary Rink. A hockey game between 
i wo college teams and two ice shows were the highlights. 

Our new Recreation Center proved to be very popular as 
we had a total of l'j.402 visits to the ('enter between the Feb- 
ruary 1 7th opening day and May 3rd closing. The activities 
were varied, such as: ping pong, checkers, chess, dancing, Square 
dancing, baton twirling, leathercraft, shellcraft, w at er color paint- 
ing and arts and crafts. Besides the scheduled activities there 
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Spring and Summer 

Swimming was a very popular activity this summer, :is our 
Poo] was a hot-bed of activity. Under t he able direction ol pool 
manager Maxwell Moczulewski, Assistant Robert Mcllo. In- 
structors William Frappicr. Marjory Perkins, Joanne Duffy, 
Mary Terenzini, and Senior Lifeguard Norman Bruce, the Pool 
bad one of the most successful seasons in history. A total of 
31,089 visits were made during the ten week season compared to 
-1.-37 in 11151. 18.092 in liloO, and 23.671 in l!H!>. Sixty boys 
and girls passed the beginners tests, eighteen: swimmers, seven- 
teen: intermediates, ami sixteen: Junior Lifcsaving. The season 
was highlighted by a water carnival of races for hoys and girls of 
all ages, water polo with a greased watermelon, and a clown act 
which hrought many laughs from the large crowd. 

The Playgrounds enjoyed a successful season with the special 
events being the highlights. Besides the daily programs of games, 
arts and crafts, and storytelling, a special event program was 
set up to include as many age groups as possible. Some of the 
events which were most popular were the Dog and Cat Show. 
W ntcnnclon eating contest, Costume parade. On wheels parade. 
Doll show. Scavenger Hunt, Pigtail contest, Button contest, 
and Little Ladies Hat Show. 

A gigantic Field Day was held at the end of the season, with 
Dana and Si rat ton Bond playgrounds ending in a tie with 3"> 
points each. The success of our playgrounds tfl due t o t he efficient 
supervision that we were able to aeipiire, as a playground is only 
sis good as its supervisors. 

The Midget Baseball League completed their second BUCCeafl- 
fill season under the guidance of Leo Keefe. The League in- 
creased in size from seven to nine teams, thanks to the Llks and 
Ragles who sponsored new teams this year to go along with 
Wilsons Sports. Exchange Club, Rotary Club. B'nai B'rith. 
Kiwanis. Herald, and Stowells. The Exchange Club emerged 
i he winner for the second straight year, nosing out the Herald :ind 
W ilsons Sports in a playoff. 

Cohen Brothers monopolized the Rutland Recreation Soft- 
ball League with only one loss out of sixteen bull games. In the 
rut and Thirty League, Rosenblatts emerged the winner after a 
hotly contested season in a league which grew from five to eight 
teams. 

A very successful tennis tournament was conducted by Dick 
I'usvolsky at the Rotary Courts this year with 7-1 entries in the 
six different divisions. Thanks to the Rotary Club, who donated 
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BIX tennis racquets for the children's use, and Dick, who spent 
many hours overtime helping the children, tennis once again 
proved to be a popular activity here in Rutland. 



In Conclusion 

In closing I wish to thank the Mayor. Board of Aldermen. 
Recreation Advisory Board, and all the people who have helped 
US in our endeavor to give Rutland a Recreation program of which 
they may be proud. 

There are many improvements w hich we hope to make, both 
in our program- and physical plant, and if anyone has a sugges- 
tion as to ways to improve our program we would be only too 

happy to receive them. 

Again I wish to give thanks to all those who have helped us.
